Ho heard rumors that they travelled via 1 
Mexico to Cubs, from there they wore sent by ship to the 
USSR. Source heard tbat HARTIM and MITCHELL were very ; i 
knowledgeable and gave the KGB much inforwation after they j 
arrived in the USSR.

3. In the beginning (after the defection) Nikolay . bs wat 
Semenovich SKVORTSOV, at that time an employee of the Ea sa 
First Department, First Chief Directorate, KGB participated _ z 
in meetings with them. He worxed with them while employees : = he 
of the 8th Chief Directorate (Cipher-Commanications) con- 
ducted interrogations. SKVORTSOV obtained information on ; Ba 
the structure of NSA from them. In the. summer of 1960 MARTIN : raed 
and MITCHELL, with SKYORTSOV, vacationed at one of the KGB ; 
dachas in the Caucasus, neay the city of Gagra. While in 
the Caucasus, one of the two (Source does not know which one) 
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met a Russian girl who worked as a gardener-agrononist at 
the dacha and later married her. Source later heard that 

he did not get along well with bis new wife. On their 
return to Moscow, cach was given as a reward 100,000 

rubles. After a time, they both vent to Leningrad, where 
both were given apartsents and jobs at different scientific 
research institutes as scientific yorkers, but with rersonal é 
salary rates (higher wages). MARTIN and MITCHELL see one ; f 
another very rarely and are not friends. ae.
